TWISTER HISTORY LESSON 

Last year, tornado outbreaks caused 550 
U.S. deaths, one of the deadliest in the 
nation’s history and the most in nearly a 
century, according to the National Weather 
Service. The highest death tolls were 
from an April outbreak in Alabama and 
Mississippi that claimed 364 lives, and a 
tornado in Joplin, Mo., on May 22 that killed 
161 people. 

Twisters caused $28.7 billion in dam- 
age last year, according to the U.S. National 
Climatic Data Center. 

There had been two tornado-related 
deaths in 2012 before Tuesday, both in 
Alabama on Jan. 23. reuters

ST. LOUIS Suspected tornadoes killed at least 
six people early Wednesday in an Illinois 
town and three more in Missouri as powerful 
storms ripped through the Midwest, obliter- 
ating homes, churches and businesses across 
six states, authorities said Wednesday 

Six of the deaths occurred in Harrisburg, 
111 ., according to Gov Quinn’s office, citing 
the Saline County coroner. Earlier, state offi- 
cials said the coroner counted lo fatalities in 
Harrisburg. 

A storm temporarily closed the famous en- 
tertainment strip in the music city of Branson, 
Mo., where country music and other perform- 
ers draw thousands of people a day to shows. 

The hardest hit community appeared to be 
Harrisburg, where TV images from the town 
of 10,000 showed collapsed buildings and 
overturned trucks, with mattresses and other 
debris caught in tree branches. 

“{The tornado] cut a path of destruction 
that was just devastating,” Harrisburg Mayor 
Eric Gregg told CNN. 

“There are semis toppled, cars thrown into 
lakes, and everything else. It’s nothing like 
I’ve ever seen and hope to never see again,” 
Gregg said. 

A Wal-Mart and another shopping center 
were smashed, an apartment building was hit. 


a hospital was damaged and the city sustained 
millions of dollars in damages, the mayor said. 
There was a roughly one-quarter-mile-long 
trail of damage in Harrisburg. 

A separate tornado killed a person in a mo- 
bile home park in rural Buffalo, Mo., and an- 
other 13 were injured by a suspected twister, 
said Lament Swanson, coroner for Dallas 
County 

“There was very extensive damage in that 
trailer park,” Swanson said. “I saw one resi- 
dence completely destroyed.” 


A man in Stoddard County in southeast 
Missouri was killed when his mobile home 
was destroyed. His wife was severely injured. 

“It looks like it just exploded,” Dale More- 
land of the county’s emergency management 
service said of their home. 

A 70 -year-old man died in Cassville, Mo., 
when he was thrown from his mobile home 
by high winds, Barr County Sheriff Mick Ep- 
perly said in a statement. 

The governors of Illinois, Missouri and 
Kansas declared emergencies. 


Missouri Gov Jay Nixon said there was 
“widespread damage in several communities,” 
including in the tourist mecca Branson. 

The violent weather tracked through Ne- 
braska, Kansas, Missouri, Illinois, Indiana 
and Kentucky, according to the National 
Weather Service. There were tornado watch- 
es issued for parts of Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Arkansas and Ohio. The Weather Service said 
there had been preliminary reports of 18 tor- 
nadoes touching down across the region since 
late Tuesday

The final showdown on “Top 
Chef: Texas” pitted a Texan 
against a Chicagoan raised in Texas. 
And sorry to disappoint, y’all, but it was 
Austin-based chef Paul Qui who won the ti- 
tle on Wednesday’s finale over Chicago chef 
Sarah Grueneberg of award-winning Gold 
Coast restaurant Spiaggia. 

“I think in nine seasons and All-Stars,’ this 
was the best food we’ve seen in the finale,” 
judge Tom Colicchio said. “In the end, this 
was about as close as it can get.” 

The chefs’ final challenge was to prepare a 
four-course meal for their dream restaurant, 
with not just judges but also their families in 
attendance. 

“I thought for a second it was going to be me 
and it wasn’t,” Grueneberg tearfully said on the 
show after Qui’s win was announced. “I think I 
deserve to be Top Chef, but it wasn’t my day” 
The popular Bravo show gathers chefs from 
across the country in one namesake city (or, 
in the case of this season, state) to compete in 
culinary challenges. In past seasons, two Chi- 
cago chefs have taken top honors: Season 4’s 
Stephanie Izard of Girl & the Goat fame and 
Rick Bayless, who won “Top Chef: Masters,” a 
spinoff for weU-established chefs. 


This season was especially Chicago-heavy 
Six of the 16 cast members— or cheftestants— 
represented Chicago restaurants, and in addi- 
tion to Grueneberg’s runner-up status, it was 
Chicagoans who provided much of the sea- 
son’s drama. 

We had the underdog (Aria chef Beverly 
Kim, who surprised everyone by cooking her 
way back onto the show), the viUainess (Heath- 
er Terhune of Sable, who tossed insults and 
orders around freely), and two chefs from the 
same restaurant (Chris Jones and Richie Farina 
of Mo to), a “Top Chef” first. Not to mention 
class clown Chuy Valencia of Chilam Balam, 
whose random comments and antics likely had 
the producers patting themselves on the back 
for their casting prowess. 

In addition to memorable celebrity guest 
judges such as Charlize Theron, Patti LaBelle 
and Pee-wee Herman, a handful of Chicago- 
area chefs, including Tony Mantuano, Sarah 
Stegner and Takashi Yagihashi, scored screen 
time too. 

Qui, who was awarded $125,000 for win- 
ning the season, had the leading record head- 
ing into the finale, having won more challeng- 
es than any other chef His nice-guy persona 
also drew more support from fans than Gru- 
eneberg’s, whose less-than-kind words were 
caught on camera again and again.

But her background didn’t translate into 
an advantage; hours tending a hot grill in the 
Texas sun landed her in a hospital with heat ex- 
haustion, and she didn’t fare any better at tar- 
get practice than fellow competitor Kim, who 
had never fired a gun. 

Grueneberg excelled with what Spiaggia 
is known for— flavorful Italian fare— and im- 
pressed the judges with made-from-scratch 
sausage and handmade pasta such as cannel- 
loni and egg yolk-filled ravioli. It just wasn’t 
enough to wrangle the title from her Texan 
challenger.

Plants will power down 


Coal-burning facilities in 
Pilsen, Little Village agree 
to close ahead of deadline

Built during the early part of the last century to 
satisfy Chicago's growing demand for electric- 
ity, two of the natioris oldest coal- fired power 
plants will shut down amid concerns about 
lung-damaging air pollution and competition 
from cleaner, less expensive energy sources* 

A combination of economic realities and 
steady pressure from environmental leaders, 
federal regulators, community groups and Chi- 
cago aldermen nudged Midwest Generation to 
speed up closure of the lusk plant in Pilsen and 
the Crawford plant in Tdttic Village. 

Mayor Emanuel stepped in and brolcered a 


deal that will mothball Fisk by the end of the 
year and scuttle Crawford by the end of 2014, 
a few years earlier than state-imposed deadlines 
to clean up or shut down the aging coal burners. 

llie agreement, announced Wednesday, gives 
Emanuel a victory that evaded former Alayor 
Richard M. Daley, who often boasted of his ef- 
forts to make Chicago the nation’s greenest city 
More important, it promises cleaner air in a re- 
gion plagued for decades by noxious soot and 
smog that triggers asthma attacks, causes heart 
problems and leads to premature deaths. 

Chicago is the only major U.S. city with coal 
plants still operating within its borders. For 
years, environmental and community groups 
have blamed Fisk and Crawford for high asth- 
ma rates and other health problems in their 
predominantly Latino, low-income neighbor- 
hoods.

Midwest Generation, which bought the 
coal plants from ComEd in 1999, sells its power 
on the open market and, like many other coal- 
dependent companies, has found it increasingly 
difficult for its smallest, least-efficient plants to 
compete ^vith nuclear power, natural gas, wind 
energy and newer coal plants.

Ben Smith isn’t exactly homeless, but you might call him a drifter of sorts. 

The sometimes-Blackhawlcs-rookie sleeps in a regular bed every night in 
Rockford, and he manages a decent job cooking for himself on a small, two- 
burner stove in his modest Candlewood Suites studio. Yet if you ask where he 
calls home. Smith quickly says Connecticut, even though he hasn’t been to the 
Constitution State since a Christmas visit with his family 
The soft-spoken, 23-year-old winger’s semi-nomadic lifestyle is hardly a 
conscious life choice— he wasn’t planning on wandering the Earth like Forrest 
Gump. Instead, his life in limbo is the product of his quest to permanently 
join the Blackhawks, who have sent Smith down to the AHEs Rockford Ice- 
Hogs five times and recalled him to the NHL on four occasions this season, 
“We joke and kind of tease him that we never really know what team he plays 
for,” just-traded former IceHogs captain Brandon Segal said. 


There is one small silver lining for Smith— 
he’s becoming an expert at navigating Illinois 
highways in his Hyundai Sonata hybrid. 

“^ep, Fm getting to know I- 90 really, really 
well,” Smith said of the 85-plus-mile route be- 
tween Chicago and Rockford. 

It hasn’t been the easiest of seasons for 
Smith. 

Expectations were high for him after a 
rookie debut late last season in which he 
scored three goals in the first round of the 
Stanley Cup playoffs against Vancouver. His 
crowning moment came in Game 6, when 
Smith knocked in the dramatic, game-win- 
ning goal against Canucks goalie Roberto 
Luongo. 

“It was a dream come true,” Smith said of 
his memorable shot. “I was really excited to 
be a part of that.” 

But before he could show the Hawks he 
could work the same magic this season. Smith 
was decked late in the preseason by a vi- 
cious —and illegal— hit to the head by Detroit 


Red ^^ngs defenseman Brendan Smith, who 
was slapped with an eight-game suspension. 

The Hawks’ budding star suffered a con- 
cussion, and he missed valuable time recover- 
ing before returning to Roekford for several 
games. 

Smith was called up by the Hawks in 
November, but he’s struggled in the three 
months since, scoring two goals in 13 games 
while playing musical chairs in the Chicago 
lineup. Smith has now been back in the AHL 
since Jan. 25. 

Those trips back to the IceHogs have been 
difficult for Smith. 

“Every time I drive to Rockford, I think 
about what I could have done better and what 
I can do to improve,” he said. “Anytime you 
experience something that I did [last sea- 
son], you want that, and anytime you are sent 
down, you’re upset.”

How many did you submit to that test? 

TH: One in every two males on the planet. So 
50 percent of the population of the male pop- 
ulation. And one in every four females. 

EW:It was a very thorough test. 

And it came out to 17 percent? 

EW: Seventeen. 

TH: That’s a huge percentage. 


EW: That’s a lot of people.

NBC's provocative 
new drama^ “Awake/' 
begins simply 
enough. Detective 
Michael Britten 
(Jason Isaacs), his 
wife, I lannah (Laura 
Allen), and their 
15-year-old son, Rex 
(Dylan Minnette), 
are involved in a car 
crash and one of 
them dies. 

'I'hen things get 
a little confusing, 
but don't give up. 
After the crash, Britten finds himself moving 
between alternate lives. In one, his wife sur- 
vives the wreck. When Michael goes to sleep 
in that existence, he awakens in another in 
which Rex is the one who lives. 

Neither Britten nor viewers can tell which 
life is real and which one is a very lucid 
dream. 

In one life, Britten’s partnered with rookie 
lifrem Vega (WilmerValderrama), while in 



the other, veteran Detective Isaiah breeman 
(Steve Harris) is his longtime partner.

Neither partner can figure out how Britten 
finds seemingly tiny details to solve their 
cases. In one existence that information may 
be minor, but in the other it is much more 
important. 

Britten's dueling shrinks— Dr. Evans 
(Cherry Jones) and Dr. Lee (BD W^ng)— of- 
fer him theories about why he’s created the 
two realities in his mind and how he’s car- 
rying clues from one existence to the other. 
But Britten refuses to resolve his dilemma, 
because be can’t bear to know which loved 
one lived and which one died. 

Easy peasy right? NBC may have a diffi- 
cult time selling this complex but completely 
rewarding drama to the masses. But I hope 
people tune in. 

As confusing as it sounds, the show’s 
creator, Kyle Killen, has found a way to move 
smoothly between Britten’s two worlds. 

Isaacs is the perfect guide for viewers; his 
touching, solid work grounds everything. He 


shows viewers what lengths one man in pain 
might go to hold on to those he loves. And 
it’s heartbreaking. 

If not for the fine work of all involved, 
“Awake” might have descended into a 
“Alatrix”-like maze filled with deep, mind- 
bending questions ofwhich most viewers 
would Likely tire. 

^^(^thout the alternate reality “gimmick,” 
for lack of a better term, it would be just 
another poHce procedural. After all, Britten 
and his partners investigate parallel cases 
every week. 

But Killen and Co. don’t stop with just 
those two concepts. Episode 2 hints at a 
larger conspiracy, while the fourth episode 
adds a challenging nemesis who seems to 
understand the hells Britten is living. As 
good as the pilot is, ‘Awake” improves with 
each outing. 

Well-acted and smartly written, ‘Awake” 
works as an intellectual puzzler, emotional 
family drama and case-of-the-week proce- 
dural. 

It would be a hit on cable. But can NBC 
pull it off? Let’s hope that isn’t a dream.

'llie days of saving up for a bottle of Dom 
or Cristal at your club table may be over. 

Bottles of bubbly with more modest 
names are appearing on wine lists across 
Chicago and the U.S., and the/re stand- 
ing up to the big-name labels in quality and 
price. Known as “grower champagnes,” 
these wines stand apart because theyVe 
made in small batches by the same artisans 
who grow the grapes. 

“Nobody knows who these people are, 
name-wise— nobody knows who Lar- 
mandier-Bernier or [Pierre] Gimonnet is,” 
said Michael Shrader, chef and co-owner 
of Urban Union, which exclusively carries 
grower champagnes. “But once they taste 
them, they’re going to find out who they 
are.” 

Jason Wagner, sommelier of coming- 
soon RM Champagne Salon, explained that 
while grower champagnes started being im- 
ported in greater numbers about 15 years 
ago, “now it’s starting to really blow up.” 
One reason could be the food industry’s in- 
creasing focus on artisanal products in the 
past several years; another, value. 

“Since 2008, [champagne] consumption 
has kind of taken a hit,” Wagner said. “Ev- 
eryone still wants that kind of luxury but at 
a much more approachable price point.” 

Since grower-champagne producers 
aren’t shelling out for advertising or fancy 
packaging, they generally can sell their 
wines for less than comparable big-name 
bottles. Joe Catterson, general manager and 
wine director for The Aviary explained that 
while the price difference has evened out in 
recent years, grower champagnes can give 
you more bang for your buck. 

“They’re getting more competitive, for 
sure,” he said, “but as you get a little higher 
in price with them, you’re still seeing some 
good value for what you’re getting.” 

Shrader of Urban Union agrees. “With 
the wines we have, you’re going to get way 
better quality than you will with even some

of the better bottlings from the big houses 
that are far more exp>cnsive,” he said. 

RM Champagne Salon is another advo- 
cate of the wines— the “RM” in its name, 
short for “rccoltant-manipulant,” is the 
designation that appears on labels to in- 
dicate growers that make and sell cham- 
pagnes from their own grapes. (Houses that 
buy grapes to make their wines receive the 
designation “NM,” for “negociant-manip- 
ulant.”) The salon plans to carry about 40 
grower champagnes, as well as non-cham- 
pagne sparkling wines and still wines. 

So what makes these bottles so special? 
Wagner explained that while “the \^uve 
Clicquot s of the world” blend their grapes 
from as many as 80 vineyards to achieve 
a consistent “house style,” grower cham- 
pagne is much more an expression of ter- 
roir, or the characteristics a place imparts 
on the taste of the wine, because it comes 
from one plot of land. 

The provenance and accessibility of 
these wines challenge the notion that 


champagne is an indulgence reserved for 
celebrations and special occasions. Al- 
though most people may not know it from 
the way champagne traditionally has been 
marketed by big-name labels, “it’s probably 
the most food-friendly wine,” Wagner said. 
“It goes great with fried foods, it goes great 
with salads, it goes great with steak, it goes 
great with cheese. Caviar and oysters are 
shootin’ fish in a barrel.” 


That’s why while Wagner is quick to 
call RM “a wine dork’s paradise,” he’s also 
a proponent of making champagne more 
approachable and not intimidating people 
into having to spend a lot of money 

“I take [my job] very seriously but you 
can’t lose sight of the fact that, at the end 
of the day, you’re slinging booze,” he said, 
''You know? It should be fun,”

BE A GOOD FRIEND TO YOUR FEET: 
TREAT SOLES TO THE RIGHT SHOE

If you chose your athletic shoes because they 
were a) the least ratty in your closet, b) the 
flashiest at the store or c) your best friend 
swears by them, chances are they’ll make your 
feet hurt. And who wants to exercise with 
painful feet? 

“Getting the right shoe is really important,” 
said Brian Conway director of sports medi- 
cine for Ben Hogan Sports Therapy Institute 
of Texas Health Resources. “The No. i rule of 
thumb is that your shoes can’t multitask.” 

In other words, there really are reasons you 
shouldn’t swap out running shoes for tennis 
shoes, or basketball for lacrosse, or soccer for 
volleyball, or Zumba for racquetball. With 
each sport, feet move in different ways, and 
shoes need to provide support or flexibility 
for such endeavors. 

Thus, the $17.5 billion Americans spent on 
athletic shoes in 2010, according to the Na- 
tional Sporting Goods Association. Here are 
some tips on how to buy the right shoe: 


» Do your research on what type of shoe 
is best for your sport. This doesn’t entail 
asking friends what they wear, because your 
feet are not their feet. 

»Seek help. At many running stores, em- 
ployees are trained to watch customers 
walk or run, and offer a selection of shoes 
most likely to fit according to their gait and 
how they move. 

» Bring your old shoes. The wear pattern 
on their soles can help experts determine 
how you’ve worn them down. 

» Shop at the end of the day. Feet swell; the 
pair of shoes that fits fine at 10 a.m. prob- 
ably will be too snug by dusk. 

»Try them on. Walk around the store. Jog 
up and down the aisles. 

» Buy the right size. Yes, even if it is bigger 
than what you think you wear. In running 
and walking shoes, you’ll need a pair at least 
a half to full size larger than usual. It’s no re- 
flection on your weight. Really. 

» Make sure they’re comfortable now. 
Don’t tell yourself, “Oh, they’ll stretch.’’
